Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Dye does not disclose 
phosphor thin films containing alkaline earth thioaluminates. However, Dye clearly discloses on figure 1 phosphor films containing 
alkaline earth thioalumintes (col. 3, tines 1-33). Further, the only difference between claim 16 and Dye is the matrix material being a 
barium thioaluminate, and Miura discloses this feature. As such, the combination of Dye and Miura would read on claim 16 .
